Washington, .May 31.—Unveiling 


and dedication of the Maine Memor- 
ial monument, erected by the gov- 
eiirt^eiit to the dead of the battle- 
ship destroyed 17 years ago in Ha- 
vana harbor, was the principal fea- 
ture1 of Memorial Day ceremonies in 
Arlington National cemetery. 


President Wilson, Secretary Bryan, 


Secretary 
Daniels 
and 
Governor 


Frank B. Willis, of .Ohio, were on the 
program more thoroughly national 
in its scope than ever, since General 
John A. Logan established services 
of the kind 47 years ago. 


The monument dedicated to the 


Maine dead is the mainmast and 
fighting top of the battleship which 
long lay imbedded with other wreck- 
age in the bottom of Havana har- 
bor. 
Restored and rigged as it was 


on the deck of the Maine it now 
arises from a granite and marble 
base chiselled in the form of a gnu 
turret with names of the Maine's 
264 victims carved on its curved ex- 
terior. 


In the presence of veterans of, the 


Civil and Spanish-American wars, the 
president, cabinet, justice of the su- 
preme court, diplomats of foreign na- 
tions and .heads of patriotic organ- 
izations of the United 
States, 
the 


fitting memorial was today unveiled. 
Fifty white-uniformed marines man- 
ned the improvised rigging designed 
after the old rat-lines of the destroy- 
ed ship as the veil fell. 
This exer- 


cise followed an invocation by Rev. 
Father Chidwick, chaplain of the 
Maine at the time of her destruc- 
tion. 


As part of the 
ceremony

Bagley Daniels and Jonathan Worth 
Daniels, sons of the secretary of the 
navy and nephews of Ensign Worth 
Bagley, the first American officer 
killed in the war with Spain, raised 
an ensign to the top of the mast and 
hoisted signal flags flaring to the 
breeze the words, "Maine, 1915." 
The youth, clad in sailor suits, were 
attended by Mrs. Adelaide

Bagley and Mrs. Josephus Daniels, 
mother and sister of Ensign Bagley. 
Secretary Daniels was on the pro- 
gram for the dedicatory address.

The rough pile of granite marking 
the huge grave of 2111 Union sol- 
diers whose rank and names are not 
known, was covered with flowers.

Detectives Guarding Loading of War

Seattle, Wash., May 31.—Police 


and private detectives employed by 
the Russian government to guard 
vessels loading munitions of war for 
Russia, were busy today endeavoring 
to learn the cause of the explosion 
Sunday morning of 15 tons of dyna- 
mite aboard a scow anchored in the 
bay. 
Except for the statement of 


private detectives that for two weeks 
they have been watching for two 
men who, it is alleged, were coming 
to Puget Sound to destroy ammuni- 
tion carriers, there was little for the 
poWoe to work on. 


The scow was blown into frag- 


ments and no trace has been found 
of a watchman employed Saturday 10 
guard the dynamite over night. 


While detectives were engaged in 


seeking to determine the cause 
of 


the explosion, many workmen began 
replacing 350 plate glass windows in 
the Seattle business district shatter- 
ed by the explosion.

London, May 31.—German subma- 


rines have been unusually busy while 
ne German foreign office was engag-

The last few days, 


t is pointed out in London, provid- 
ed them with a heavy bag of big 
merchant ships. 
These include the 


iteamer Ethiope 3700 tons, and the 
Tullochmoor, 3500 tons which were 
sunk by submarines Friday 
In the 


approaches to the 'English channel. 


On Saturday, the British steamer 


Ping Suey, belonging to 
the 
Holt 


line, was attacked twice by German, 
undersea boats within the space of 
five hours, but she succeeded in es- 
caping into Plymouth. Another vic- 
tim was the steamer Glenlee of 4,000 
tons, which was sunk somewhere be- 
tween the British and French coasts 
recently. 
In the North Sea, a Ger- 


man submarine sent the Russian ship 
Mars to the bottom a few days ago, 
and the losses, of the British steam- 
ers Spennimoor and 
Cadeby 
also 


have been reported. 
Thus, within 


the space of three days, six ships of 
considerable size have been sent to 
the bottom by German submarines 
,and six lives have been lost. Further- 
more, the transatlantic line Megantic 
had a narrow escape from an attack 
by a German submersible. 


London observers are drawing at- 


tention to these cases, particularly 
in connection with the presentation 
of the German note. 


The lull along the western battle 


front has been broken by the French 
who claim to have taken a group of 
German trenches in the Pilkelm re- 
gion and to have made good prog- 
ress north of Arras.

appear to have made slight progress 
north of La Bassee. 


After repeated and costly repulses, 


the Germans for the time being seem 
to have abandoned their attempts to 
take Ypres. 
During the last week,

How oftan should grapnito DC 
•• « lubricant for springe? Would the 
pMto or atiek ttovo polith do if mixed 
with gasoline? 


No rule can be given for this. Apply 


the graphite whenever it is found to 
be required. This may be only once a 
year, and then again It may be often 
er. Tbe object in using a lubricant be- 
tween the spring leaves is to prevent 
squeaking, rusting and to cut down the 
friction. No great harm will be done 
if the car Is used until the lubricant )B 
exhausted. 
In fact, we would advise 


operating the car until it is noticed 
that a new application of graphite is 
required. 
Stove polish will not dp. 


You .should use flake or powder graph- 
ite. Your suggestion as to using gaso; 
line brings up an interesting point. It 
is slightly preferable to mix the graph- 
ite with gasoline because after the 
paste is applied to the spring surfaces 
the fuel evaporates and leaves the dry 
graphite, which acts as a lubricant, yet 
there is no grease or oil to ooze out be- 
tween the leaves to catch the dust and 
give the springs a dirty appearance. 


In painting my radiator, head iightc 


and other brass parts of my car black 
what can I use that will stand the heat 
of the lamps and radiator? 


The simplest method of preparing a 


black varnish for brass is to fuse three 
pounds of nsphaltum, and after it has 
been melted add one-half pound of 
shellac and one gallon of oil of turpen- 
tine. 


In running less than a mile the wa- 


ter in my car becomes steaming hot 
and boils if I go very far. The cylin- 
ders are clean and timing correct. 
Thero is no stoppage. Can you suggest 
a remedy? 


If the timing is correct and the wa- 


ter passages free there is no reasou 
why the water should boil unless the 
mixture is too rich or the cylinders are 
carbonized. Examine the timing and 
the carburetor adjustment once more, 
then inspect the cylinders to see wheth 
er they are carbonized and look at the 
passageways to see that they are not 
clogged. 
Even if the radiator is free 


from obstructions and the hose connec- 
tions are clear there -may be dirt or 
sand in the water jackets. 
Lastly, 


make sure that water is not being lost 
either by leakage or by flowing out 
through the radiator vent pipe. Some- 
times the vent opening Is placed low, 
with the result that the water splashes 
out until enough has been lost to pre- 
vent proper cooling. To keep the wa- 
ter from boiling the radiator must be 
full or nearly so at all times. A short- 
age of water reduces the amount of 
cooling, and when the level of water 
drops below the top of the return con- 
nection to the radiator circulation stops 
entirely. 


What is the best means of doing-away 


with the vibration caused by my en- 
gine when making more thafi twenty 
miles per hour? 
It has always done 


this. The car and engine are in good 
condition except for the vibration. The 
car has been equipped- with airless 
tires. 


The vibration ,can be minimized by 


balancing the reciprocating parts care- 
fully. 
Remove the pistons and con- 


necting rods. "Weigh t^e four pistons 
and remove the metal from the heavier 
three nntil they weigh exactly the 
same as the lightest one. Do the same 
with the connecting rods. 


In addition, if the pistons are of ei- 


ceptionally. heavy construction it may 
be possible to remove some excess ma- 
terial from all of them, thereby reduc- 
ing the weight and vibration. 
The 


same may be said of the connecting 
rods. 


What is the best way to strengthen 


tho engine bed? I find that the motor 
rocks violently when pulling hard. The 
bolts holding it to the bed are tight and 
the bed vibrates with it. 
i 


It is next to impossible to strengthen , 


the engine bed without putting in a . 
new crank case. Possibly your trouble 
is due to allowing the motor to pull too 
hard. 
When it begins to labor on a 


hill shift to low gear. 'Do not strain 
the motor by allowing it to work un- 
der these conditions. 
• 


Tho center bolt in my rear spring 


breaks frequently. How can I prevent 
this? 


The only possible explanation seems 


to be that yon allow this bolt to come 
loose, or when you put In a new one 
you do not •'ighten it sufficiently. 
Use 


a lock washer to hold the nut, from 
turning and, in addition, see that the 
spring clips are kept tight because If 
these work loose an additional strain 
is placed on the center bolt 


The front cylinder in my car gets too 


much oil. It works well when it has a 
tlaan plug, but after running .about one 
'hundred miles it misses. What is tho 
<tause of the oily cylinder? 


The trouble is undoubtedly due to 


a -worn cylinder piston or rings or to 
the openings in the three rings being 
In alignment. An inspection of this 
cylinder should show where the trou- 
ble is, and if the piston or rings nre 
worn they should be replaced. 
The 


missing, of course, is due to the plug 
becoming fouled with oil. 


The spark lever on my car is very 


hard to turn, especialiy when the mo- 
tor is hot* Where do you think tho 
trouble is, and how can I remedy it? 


While this stiffness may be in any 


of the joints of the linkage operated by 
tiie spark lever, it Is most likely that 
the breaker box is too tight 11 fit, so 
that when the .motor becomes heated 
the expansion of the part on which it 
fits causes-it to stick. .Disconnect the 
breaker box from the linkage and note 
whether it moves freely. 
If it does 


not, remove it and rub the interior 
surface with emery paper until enough 
material has been removed to allow it 
to work freely. 


Is tho compressed oxygen* method 


satisfactory for cleaning carbon out of 
cylinders so that the pistons and valves 
will be thoroughly cleaned, or is dis- 
assembling engine and scraping the 
different parts necessary? 


Removing carbon from the cylinder 


by the use of compressed oxygen is en 
tirely satisfactory and highly to be 
recommended. However, it is some- 
thing that is best done by a garage, as 
it would hardly pay you' to buy an out- 
fit Just for yourself. The carbon is re- 
moved by burning, and the reason oxy- 
gen is used is that carbon, or any sub- 
stance for that matter, will burn about 
five times as readily in oxygen as in 
ordinary air. Thus carbon will burn 
with the rapidity of celluloid in an at- 
mosphere of oxygen, yet the Incrusted 
carbon cannot be ignited when expos- 
ed to the ordinary atmosphere. 


The operation is simple. One of the 


valve caps and also the spark plug is 
removed from .each cylinder and the 
piston is brought to top dead center. 
Then the cylinder is filled with oxygen 
gas and a piece of cotton waste is 
dropped into the cylinder and lighted. 
As long as there is any carbon to be 
burned oxygen is supplied to the cylin- 
der. The reason that compressed oxy- 
gen is used is so that a great quanti- 
ty of gas can be stored in a container 
of a given size. 
The oxygen gas is 


never used under pressure in the cyl- 
inder. 


How can I make tire chains last 


longer? 


TJpon examination of an old chain it 


will be found that all the wear and 
strain are on the link upon which the 
cross chain is fastened. 


When a cross chain wears through 


and breaks it will be found a good 
plan to fasten it to the link ahead of 
the one it was previously fastened to 
and to continue said operation until all 
the cross chains have been changed. 


Is leakage from cylinder rings into 


crank case caused from the rings not 
being worn to fit cylinders or is it 
faulty rings? Also, when is fuel con- 
sumption the greatest, in climbing hills, 
in high or low gear? 


Leakage Is most likely due to worn 


rings, or it may be caused by the split 
ends of the rings being in line and in 
this way affording a direct passage for 
the gases. Before the rings are worn 
enough to perfectly fit the cylinders 
there may'be a slight amount of leak- 
age—that is to say, the rings will 
not hold the gas in the combustion 
chamber quite as well as they will 
when the rings have become worn to 
perfectly conform with the shape of 
the cylinder, but the extra amount of 
gas is so small that it is hardly worth 
while to consider it as a leakage. 


The fuel consumption Is greater 


when running on low gear for two rea- 
sons—the motor efficiency is lower and 
there is a power loss due to the four 
extra gears in the gear set that the 
driving torque must be transmitted 
through. Tls» motor efficiency is re- 
duced for the reason that when climb- 
ing a certain hill on intermediate or 
low sear that might be climbed on 
hi^'li tlx> throttle opening required for 
;i ;:ivcn speed is less. This means that 
t'ic :icttiii) compression in the cylinders 
i« correspondingly reduced and reduc- 
ed compression lowers the efficiency. 
Needless to add, the lower the efficien- 
cy the greater the consumption of fuel 


Can gas such as generated from car- 


bide bo used in an automobile engine? 


Yes. 
Occasionally we hear of a mo- 


torist driving home on acetylene gas 
when his supply of gasoline is ex- 
hausted. The objection to the use of 
this gaa is that it is much more ex- 
pensive than gasoline. 


I notice that In the racing events tho 


ears use castor oil as a motor lubricant. 
What advantages other than loss smoke 
has this oil? 


Castor oil has a greater viscosity than 


any other oil used for motor lubrica- 
tion at the high temperatures experi- 
enced in racing motors; therefore it 
helps to prevent the passage of the 
gases past the piston and the flow of 
the oil up into the combustion cham- 
ber, where it would burn and cause 
smoke. Since very little of the castor 
oil makes its wny up to the combus- 
tion chamber there is very little that 
in burned, but most of it is used for 
lubrication, with the secondary advan- 
tage thnt much less oil is necessary, 
ft. ir, not ndvisable to use this oil in 
everyday work, however, because it

DEMANDED FOR 


TRAP SHOOTERS

Trapshooters, as & class, are hard 


to satisfy. 


This is not meant as a reflection on 


the sportsmanship of the clay bird 
"busters," for no other 
game can 


show a higher degree of sportsman- 
ship among its followers than can this 
characteristically American sport. 


The mention of dissatisfaction has 


reference to the constantly increasing 
demand on the part of trapshooters, 
for opportunities to shoot in big meets. 


Following the universal practice in 


newspaper 
writing, "the last news 


shall be written first." In this case, 
the latest development in trapshooting 
meets of national importance is the 
prospective Mid-Summer Tournament 
to be shot next July at Maplewood, 
N. H., a resort in the White Moun- 
tains. This latest addition to trap- 
shooting classics bids fair to rival the 
great Mid-Winter Handicap staged an- 
nually at Pinehurst, N. C., and which 
Is the Mecca of sportsmen from every 
section of the country. 


The Maplewood shoot will be under 


die capa-ble management of Lloyd R. 
Lewis, a national figure in the trap 
game, and Jack Fanning, the famous 
New York shot. 
On the firing line 


will be seen amateurs from all of the 
New England 
States, many of the 


Eastern 
group and a considerable 


contingent, from the Middle 
West, 


with a sprinkling 
from the Pacific 


coast. Purses and trophies of the size 
and value of the prizes offered in the 
big handicap tournaments will reward 
the skill of shooters. 


Included with the 
Pinehurst and 


Maplewood shoots in the list of an- 
nual "fixtures" are many others of 
tional scope. 


The "amateur championship" shoot 


held at the New York Athletic Club's 
grounds, Travers' Island, is a classy 
affair, and the shooter who essays to 
land the title finds himself in com- 
petition with the cream of the "simon 
pures." 


Another shoot that attracts wide 


spread attention Is the Westy Ho 
gans* Tournament, under the auspices 
of the most unique organization in 
the trap game. 


The Hogans arc a "homeless" out 


fit, both as an aggregation and as indi 
vlduals, being composed of the travel 
ing representatives of the 
powder 


ammunition, gun and other interests 
that supply "war materials" to trap- 
shooting clubs. Without home grounds 
or club house, the Hogans foregather 
once a year at Atlantic City and ex 
tend welcome to two hundred or more 
shooters who accept the invitation 
of the Hogans to take part in the 
first, last and only shoot the club 
holds. In every sense, this session is 
& national affair and one of the high 
spots in sporting events. 


For the shooter who likes a touch 


of novelty, such as shooting in the 
very heart of a big city, there is the 
annual, Sportsmens' Show, held in 
New York at the Grand Central Pal- 
ace, with complete shooting "grounds" 
on the roof of the building, with both 
day and night programs as daHy fea- 
tures. 


The sectional handicaps under the 


direction of the Interstate Association 
are so carefully distributed geograph- 
ically as to give shooters in every 
section of the country opportunities 
to shoot in a really big meet with- 
out making long trips. 


Of course the "big noise"—it seems 


appropriate to call it this—is 
the 


Grand American Handicap, which is, 
from the "players" standpoint, what 
the World Series is from the specta- 
tors angle, with the trapshooting event 
rapidly pulling up on the World Series 
in number of fans or "bugs." 


Last year, at Dayton, O., the Fif- 


teenth Grand American Handicap saw 
more than 500 shooters on the line 
and, on the big day, more than 10,000 
spectators. 


The Sixteenth Grand American Han- 


dicap will be held at Chicago, August 
16, 17, 18, 19 and 20, with the largest 
entry list in the history of trapshoot 
ing. Preparations are being made to 
accommodate a gallery of 25,000 spec 
tators, and the indications are that 
the seating and standing capacity of 
the grounds will be taxed. 


By no means have all the big trap 


"parties" been described; as a mat- 
ter of fact, there are scores of events 
that have not even been mentioned, 
but, certainly, there has been present- 
ed sufficient evidence to prove that 
trapshooting holds the palm among 
amateur sports for the number and 
importance of meets held. Still, the 
trapshooters 
are 
demanding more 


chances to "bust 'em."
